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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 03/18/2009. 
The examiner acknowledges the amendments made to the claims. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 3/1 8/2009 and 
4/16/2009 are acknowledged. The submissions are in compliance with the provisions of 
37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statements are being considered 
by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: In line 7 of 
claim 1 it reads "the interior" and should rather read --an interior--. Claims 2-6 begin with 
"A tool" and should rather read -The tool-. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1 , 2, 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gibson (U.S. Patent No. 702,789). 

Gibson discloses a catheter body A defining an interior lumen and an open distal 
end (at air vent c), an expandable structure e having a distal end and carried by the 
catheter body, and a substantially rigid stylet D having a proximal end and being sized 
and configured for passage through the lumen and adapted to straighten the 
expandable structure during deployment, the stylet being selectively insertable into and 
withdrawable from an interior of the expandable structure via the lumen. After passage 
of the stylet through the lumen, the proximal end of the stylet is coupleable to the 
catheter body with a locking mechanism (threading d) or prevents movement of the 
stylet therethrough and the stylet abuts against the distal end of the expandable 
structure (Figures 1-2). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gibson 
(U.S. Patent No. 702,789). 

Gibson does not expressly disclose the stylet being made of stainless steel.

However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide a stainless steel stylet, since it has been held to be 
within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of 
its suitability for the intended use.
